SECRETARY  OF  State  Dean 
Rusk  said  the  Soviet  Union  had 
promised  to  free  the  two  fliers  in 
the  “very  nearest  future.”  They 
were  aboard  a U.S.  RB66  recon- 
naissance bomber  shot  down  in 
East  Germany  on  March  10. 

The  two. Air  Force  officers  are 
Capt.  David  I.  Holland,  35,  of 
Holland,  Minn.,  pilot,  and  Capt. 
Melvin  J.  Kessler,  30  of  Philadel- 
phia. There  had  been  fears  the 
Communists  might  accuse  them

Haydn  around  1797,  is  free. 

“THE  CREATION”  was  first 
performed  in  April,  1798.  It  is 
considered  as  one  of  the  most 
important  works  of  its  nature 
because  it  has  a wider  range  of 
expression  which  “towered  for 
years”  over  similar  works,  and 
is  the  best  expression  of  emotion 
in  music  made  to  fit  the  musical 
situation  up  to  that  period  of 
time.

A 
music  theory  major,  she  toured 
Europe  the  summer  of  1962  with 
a troupe  of  16  Welsh  singers.

Senate  Okays 
Lame  Duck’ 
Officer  Change 

Studentbody  officers  will  take 
office  two  weeks  after  the  com- 
ing elections,  according  to  an 
amendment  passed  at  the  BYU 
Senate  meeting  Monday  night. 
STUDENTBODY  President  Rich 
Rolapp  addressed  the  Senate  on 
the  need  for  passing  the  proposed 
“lame  duck”  amendment,  which 
the  Senate  then  passed  and  which 
changes  the  time  for  inaugura- 
tion of  new  officers  from  Septem- 
ber to  about  the  middle  of  April. 

President  Rich  Rolapp  said  this 
change  will  help  in  orienting  the 
new  officers  to  their  jobs.  This 
amendment  will  apply  to  execu- 
tive officers,  class  officers,  and 
senators.  . . 

MOST  OTHER  universities 
change  their  officers  soon  after 
their  elections,  and  under  this 
new  amendment  the  new  officers 
will  have  authority  as  well^  as 
responsibility  and  will  get  “ex- 
perience on  the  firing  line  before 
fall,”  according  to  President  Ro- 
lapp. 

To  make  provision  for  the 
“lame  duck”  amendment,  several 
other  amendments  making  minor 
changes  in  the  constitution  were 
passed.  The  Senate  also  discussed 
whether  the  central  dance  com- 
mittee should  have  more  or  less 
control  over  student  affairs.  An- 
other amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution changed  the  procedure  for 
replacements  to  appointments 
only.

Learning  the  alphabet  is  a rou- 
tine experience  for  first-grade 
youngsters,  but  fori  some  of  them 
in  Utah  County  the  seventh  let- 
ter — doubled  — has  a special 
meaning. 

“GG”  stands  for  gamma  glob- 
ulin, the  infection-fighting  in- 
gredient of  blood.  It  is  regularly 
infused  in  many  children  and 
some  adults  whose  blood  is  de- 
ficient in  this  element.  Without 
it  they  are  highly  susceptible  to 
infectious  diseases. 

SEVEN- YEAR-OLD  Craig  Read* 
of  Provo  knows  the  importance 
of  “GG”  first  hand.  He  is  one  of 
the  352  individuals  in  the  county 
who  received  gamma  globulin 
from  the  Red  Cross  during  the 
past  year. 


Receiving  the  news  of  the  Universe’s  first  class  rating 
in  the  American  Collegiate  Press  ratings  is  Mrs.  Meryl 
Lynn  Forsberg,  acting  editor  of  the  Universe.  She  was 
managing  editor  of  the  paper  during  the  judging  period.

Also  on  the  list  was  good  bal 
ance  between  news  and  features,  good  language  and  sentence 
structure,  copyreading  for  mistakes,  excellent  sports  cov- 
erage, and  uniformly  excellent  ’

in  preserving  health  is  vivid  also 
in  the  minds  of  Craig’s  parents, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Read, 
1145  Holly  Circle.  Dr.  Read  is 
the  director  of  the  BYU  Labora- 
tory Schools.

MIAMI  BEACH,  (UPI)  — The 
president  of  the  World  Boxing 
Association  (WBA)  said  today  he 
has  recommended  that  the  organ- 
ization strip  Cassius  Clay  of  the 
world  heavyweight  title  for  acts 
detrimental  to  the  sport. 

IN  NEW  YORK,  the  22-year, 
old  heavyweight  king — who  an- 
swers now  only  to  the  name 
“Muhammed  Ali”— warned  that 
“you’re  going  to  have  trouble  if 
you  vacate  my  title.  The  whole 
Afro-Asian  world  is  looking  up 
to  me.”  / 

Ed  Lassman,  the  WBA  official 
said,  “I  am  confident  that  the 
title  will  be  vacated  within  a 
week.”  He  conceded  that  he  had 
never  heard  of  a heavyweight 
champion  being  stripped  of  his 
title,  but  called  Clay  an  “unusual 
case.0 

TWO  FACTORS,  Lassman, 
said,  figured  in  his  decision  that 
Clay  should  be  dethroned: 

— the  contract  signed  with  In- 
tercontinental Promotions,  of 
which  former  heavyweight 
champion  Sonny  Liston  is  presi- 
dent, to  promote  Clay’s  future 
fights.  He  noted  that  the  con- 
tract was  signed  before  Clay  took 
the  title  from  Liston  here  on  Feb. 
25. 

CLAY  RECEIVED  $50,000  for 
that  contract  before  the  Miami 
Beach  championship  fight.  “That 


was  a direct  violation  of  our 
rules,”  Lassman  said. 

— Clay’s  general  conduct,  Lass- 
man said,  “is  provoking  world- 
wide criticism  and  is  setting  a 
very  poor  example  for  the  youth 
of  the  world.

How- 
ever, it  was  noticed  that  Clay  is 
a member  of  the  Black  Muslims, 
a Negro  supremacy  group,  and 
has  changed  his  name  from  Cas- 
sius Clay  to  “Cassius  X,”  and 
now  to  “Muhammed  Ali.” 

ON  FRIDAY  night  Clay  was 
booed  at  Madison  Square  Garden 
in  New  York  when  he  refused  to 
be  introduced  from  the  ring  un- 
less he  was  addressed  by  the 
Muhammed  Ali  name. 

Clay  protested  in  New  York 
that  he  was  a “beautiful  exam-- 
pie.”  “Everybody  just  loves  me,” 
he  said  earnestly.  “I’ve  resur- 
rected the  sport. 

“EVERYONE  in  the  United 
Nations  loves  me — they  all  want 
me  to  visit  their  countries.  I 
give  the  youth  and  the  other  peo- 
ple something  to  look  up  to.” 

The  20-man  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  WBA  has  jurisdiction 
over  all  divisions  of  the  sport.
